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Injection well license sought, hearing set

State and city officials are gearing up for another round 
in the long fight to stop Environmental Disposal Systems 
(EDS) from pumping hazardous waste into two injection 
wells located in Romulus, according to State Sea Ray 
BasharntD-Thylor). 

The Birmingham-based company applied for a haz¬ 
ardous waste management facility operating license for 
aboveground storage and treatment facilities from the 
Michigan Department of Environmental Quality (MDEQ). 

According to MDEQ, the operating license is recphred 
under the hazardous waste management section of the 
Michigan Natural Resources and Environmental 
Protection AcL for EDS to b^in operation of the facility 
wotod on Citrin Drive 

re MDEQ officials make a final decision on the 


operating license, they are seeking public comment on the 
matter. The public comment period for the draft operating 
license will end Sept 23. Written comments must be post¬ 
marked by that date as well. 

In addition, a public hearing has been set for 7 p.m. 
Thursday, Sept 9 at the Romulus High School auditorium. 

According to MDEQ officials, the purpose of the hear¬ 
ing is to allow interested persons to submit comments to 
help them make a decision on the license. 

“We will definitely be at the public hearing,” said 
Basham. “The fight to stop EDS from pumping this waste 
into our ground is far from over. We will continue to do 
everything we can to stop this from happening” 

The final decision will come from the MDEQ and will 
be based on several factors, like the adequacy of the EDS 
application, the requirements for the design, construction 
and operation of the facility and whether the applicant 
has obtained all other environmental permits and 


approvals necessary for the operation to begin, a 
spokesman said. 

State and local representatives have tried to stop EDS 
from pumping hazardous material into the wells for more 
than 12 years. 

Environmental Disposal Systems, a company that dis¬ 
poses of hazardous waste, would use the wells, which are 
about 4,200 feet below the surface, to hold hazardous liq¬ 
uid wastes-including acids and heavy metals like mercury, 
chromium and nickel. 

The draft operating license, fact sheet and application 
is available for review by the public at the Romulus Public 
Library, 11121 Wayne Road, Romulus. Requests, com¬ 
ments and questions on the issue should be addressed to 
Steven Sliver, Hazardous Waste and Radiological 
Protection Section, Waste and Hazardous Materials 
Division, MDEQ, EO.

2 historic bams find new home in Maybury State Park 


34th Court work programs 
benefit local communities

“They made it safe and 
sound,” said Farmer John 
Beemer, who will oversee opera¬ 
tions at the living farm at 
Maybury State Park 

Behind him, two gigantic cen¬ 
tury-old barns rested on 
makeshifl stands near their final 
destinatioa The structures made 
the slow move to the park 
Saturday morning It took about 6 
hours to complete the 3-mile trek 
from their previous location, a 
developing, upscale subdivision 
in Novi. 

The move got under way at 
about 6 am. Saturday at the sub¬ 


division, north of 10 Mile Road off 
Napier Road. The Toll Brothers 
(Construction Co. is developing a 
large tract of land there and the 
decaying barns, out of place 
amongst the condominiums and 
$1 million homes, would have 
otherwise been destroyed. The 
developer donated the much- 
needed barns to the Northville 
Community Foundation, which is 
spearheading the campaign to 
rebuild the farm at Maybury and 
make sure it has enough funds to 
keep going, in perpetuity. 

The journey may have been 
short, but was not without obsta¬ 
cles, according to Sgt. Terry 
Whitfield of the Novi Police 
DepartmenL who was coordinat¬ 


ing traffic-control efforts on the 
Novi side of the border The first 
segment of the move took place 
over rough, gravel roads along a 
scenic stretch of thoroughfare 
tightly bordered by tall leafy 
trees. The trees had to be pulled 
back and trimmed. 

The largest obstacle, though, 
were the high-powered electrical 
lines that crossed Napier Road 
just west of Community Sports 
Park in Novi. The road rose to a 
small hill there and the power 
lines had to be moved. That 
meant they had to be shut off at 
the source - near New York City - 
which cut off power to a sizable

The 34th District Court work 
program has officially been 
kicked up a notch this summer, 
according to Judge Brian Oakley. 

“We have had the work pro¬ 
gram for years in one form or 
another,” said Oakley. “BuL now 
we have re-designed it so that it 
is reMly doing good in the com¬ 
munities we serve.” 

In the past, those who were 
ordered to do community service 
by way of the work programs 
may have been getting off easy. 
Oakley said there was no one in 
charge of making sure that the 
workers completed the time they 
were ordered to work 

“We may have ordered some¬ 
one to do 2 days of community 
service and they would go out to 
wherever we sent them for the 2 
days, but only work 3 hours each 
day,” said Oakley. “We didn’t have 
any control over what the work¬ 
ers were doing. That was where 
we were running into the prob¬ 
lem.” 

Oakley said that he. Chief 
Judge Tina Brooks-Green and 
Judge David Parrott got together 
and decided to make the guide- 
Jines for the work program more 
detailed, to ensure that the court 
would have a record of what the 
workers in the program were 
actually doing. 

After the guidelines were seL 
Oakley said the court decided to 
appoint someone to oversee the 
workers in the program. Jerry 
Rohn, a court employee, was 
given that job. 

“We went ahead and changed 
his schedule so now he works 
Thursday through Monday,” said 
Oakley. “With that new schedule, 
Rohn is able to go out to the sites 


with the workers on the week¬ 
ends, so we know that they are 
completing the correct number 
of hours.” 

TTie new system has also given 
the court the opportunity to com¬ 
plete a number of special pro¬ 
jects in Romulus and Belleville. 

The court has already sent 
workers out to help the depart¬ 
ment of public works (DPW) in 
both cities. 

“What happens a lot of the 
time is that the DPW is so bogged 
down with projects that a lot of 
smaller projects don’t get done,” 
said Oakley. “Now, we are able to 
send our workers out to help the 
DPW with those smaller pro¬ 
jects.” 

This summer the work pro¬ 
gram went out to Elmer Johnson 
Park in Romulus and cleaned it 
up and painted it for children to 
have a nice place to play, said 
Oakley. 

The work program will also be 
used to help set up or clean up 
festivals within the cities, as well 
as to help with historical pro¬ 
jects. 

Oakley said the work program 
recently made a visit to the his¬ 
torical Peter Bird house on 
Wayne Road. 

“We went out there and 
helped the Romulus Historical 
Society clean up inside the 
house,” said Oakley. “We took out 
more than 40 yards of trash fix)m 
the basement alone. It is just 
another way that we can help 
improve the communities we 
serve.” 

Keith Boc, department of pub- 
lic services director for 
Belleville, said that for almost a 
year now, the city has used work¬ 
ers from the program year-round 
to provide help in the public ser-

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Schools of Choico law prompts district recruitments

The 8-year-old Schools of 
Choice initiative has forced 
Michigan school districts to com¬ 
pete with one another for stu¬ 
dents - and the foundation grant 
dollars that come with each 
enrollment 

For successful, moneyed 
school districts, the implications 
have been negligible. But for 
some older, urban districts forced 
to vie against other area districts, 
marketing campaigns have 
become part of the landscape: 
Luring students from district to 
district is akin to survival 

The Schools of Choice law was 
approved by the state legislature 
in 1996. The goal of the law was 
to improve the academic perfor¬ 
mance of school districts by forc¬ 
ing a climate of achievement. 
The law was also intended to pro¬ 
vide parents with some options if 
they weren’t comfortable with the 
schools in the neighborhood. 

But for some districts - many 
of which are struggling to main¬ 
tain expected programs while 
losing several thousands of dol¬ 


lars due to an exodus of students 
- the steady loss of much-needed 
revenue is making the possibility 
of rebuilding and stabilizing an 
educational and financial founda¬ 
tion even more remote, according 
to school officials. 

For the Inkster-Edison 
Schools, increasing enrollment 
for the 2004 - 2005 school year is 
the number one priorily. 

“If we don’t get these numbers 
up, were looking at a pretty bad 
situation,” said financial manag¬ 
er Howard Morris. “We could be 
looking at layoffs. We were able 
to avoid to avoid that last (school) 
year, but if we can’t recruit stu¬ 
dents, we could have to make 
some painful cuts.” 

Last year, despite marketing 
efforts, the Inkster-Edison School 
District failed to add 150 stu¬ 
dents, which meant the district 
had to trim $1 million from the 
$15 million budget The district 
receives $7,000 in foundation 
grant funds per student 

Larger districts are not 
immune from the struggle. 
Wayne-Westland Community 
Schools Superintendent Gregory 
Baracy said that although the dis¬ 


trict does not take part in Schools 
of Choice, they do market to their 
own residents, to let them know 
they’re better off staying put 

“We’re facing more and more 
competition fix)m school districts 
all the time,” he said. “Districts 
like Taylor and Garden City are 
actively recruiting for students; 
they’re close to Wayne-Westland. 
“The financial hardships more 
and more school districts are 
going to face forces them to par¬ 
ticipate in a schools of choice 
program, just to survive.” 

Baracy said money is going to 
be a big problem: For the 2004 - 
2005 school year, the district is 
looking at a $10 million deficit 

“We’re going to have to make 
some tough choices. We’ll be talk¬ 
ing to residents to see what kind 
of programs they want us to save. 
It will be difficult, but a lot of 
other districts are already mak¬ 
ing those types of cuts,” he said. 

Wayne-Westland Community 
School officials estimate about 
500 students that live in the dis¬ 
trict are attending charter 
schools or are taking advantage 
of Schools of (^oice in area dis¬ 
tricts. 

“That might not seem like a lot 
. . . but when you multiply it by 
$7,200, it’s more than ^.5 mil¬ 
lion,” Baracy said. 

Intensifying the drive to 
recruit students has put pressure 
on the three districts that serve 
the City of Inkster because of six 
charter schools that have prolif¬ 
erated. 


“The number of charter 
schools has made it more diffi¬ 
cult,” said Manny Wilson, the 
Inkster-Edison Schools develop¬ 
ment director. 

But if schools aren’t happy 
with the changes brought forth by 
Schools of Choice reforms, par¬ 
ents certainly are: Since 1996, the 
number of school districts taking 
parting the program more than 
doubled ftem 140 to 291, accord¬ 
ing to statistics from the 
Michigan Department of 
Education. The number of stu¬ 
dents taking advantage of 
Schools of Choice rose from only 
5,610 in 1996 to about 48,000 for 
the 2003-04 school year, accord¬ 
ing to statistics. 

Holding onto students via 
marketing initiatives takes up 
time and dollars, Wilson said. 
Last year, the district produced a 
slick video that was shown on the 
community cable station and at 
public meetings. This year, dis¬ 
trict officials intend to pound the 
pavement at several public 
events and churches to encour¬ 
age parents to send their chil¬ 
dren to Inkster-Edison Schools. 

Baracy said touting a district’s 


strong points - like recent 
improvements to facilities and 
rising Michigan Education 
Assessment Program scores - is a 
priority. “There are a lot of good 
things going on in Wayne- 
Westland,” he said. “We want to 
make sure we get the word out to 
parents.” 

But issues with the Schools of 
Choice program still abound. 
Several communities have 
turned their backs on bond cam¬ 
paigns because they don’t want to 
pay the additional taxes from 
millage requests when a district 
seeks students from outside the 
community. 

Most experts agree that it’s too 
soon to measure the success of 
Schools of Choice, but one effect 
is clear It’s going to be very diffi¬ 
cult for some districts - even 
those that continue to boost acad¬ 
emic achievement - to compete 

“It’s not caused by anything 
the school district may have 
done,” Baracy said. “The state 
has fixizen our revenue. It has to 
change.”

Inkster police seize truckload of auto rims

The manager of a Romulus 
transfer company says he owes a 
debt of gratitude to an alert 
Inkster resident for calling the 
police when he noticed an 
unusually large containing hun¬ 
dreds of stolen tire rims. 

The homeowner, who wished 
to remain anonymous, saw a 
large truck parked in front of his 
neighbor’s house on Grandview 
Street Wednesday. He immedi¬ 
ately called police. When offi¬ 
cers arrived at the location, they 
discovered two men moving 
stainless steel and aluminum 
rims intended for an area Fbrd 
Motor Co. assembly plant into a 
house. 

“Officers asked for a mani¬ 
fest, anything that might indicate 
where the stuff was headed to,’’ 
said Inkster Police Det Anthony 
Abdallah. “But they were not

able to produce one.” 

The men, James Williams, 45, 
and Curtis Davis, 34, were taken 
into custody on the spot, 
Abdallah said. 

When police called C. Alex 
Howard, the general manager of 
MCSI Motor Carrier Specialists 
on Ecorse and Middlebelt Roads 
in Romulus, he was astounded 
by the fact that one of the men 
arrested was one of his drivers. 

“At first I told them all of my 
trucks were in the yard,” he said. 
“Then (police) told me they had 
one in Inkster, and I was sur¬ 
prised. The driver (Williams) 
involved had never been in any 
trouble at all. The caller was a 
hero in this case.” 

The rims, which after an 
audit were determined to be 
worth about half a million dol¬ 
lars, were seized and later 
returned to their rightful own¬ 
ers. Howard said that had the 
rims not been returned, his com-

Inkster Police investigators 
and agents from the Bureau of 
Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms 
(ATF) are questioning a 
Romulus man in the deadly 
arson-robbery that claimed the 
life of a business owner. 

At precisely the time that 
memorial services were taking 
place for 54-year-old Clyde 
Alexander, the co-owner of Irv’s 
Gun Range, police picked up the 
20-year-old at an area home in 
Inkster. He is being held on war¬ 
rants from Wayne County FViend 
of the Court and an unrelated 
warrant from the City of 
Dearborn Heights, according to 
Inkster Police Cmdr. Greg Hill. 

Police took the man into cus¬ 
tody after an anonymous tipster 
called police to inform them the 
man was selling guns from his 
home, police said. 

“We’re not calling him a sus¬ 
pect,” said Hill. “We’re just ques¬ 
tioning him at this point” The 
man’s name is being withheld. 
Hill added. 

The inferno that engulfed the 
gun shop began on Tuesday, Aug 
3 at about 10:30 p.m., according 
to police reports. After firefight¬ 
ers worked for about 4 hours to 
contain the blaze out a body was 
discovered in what used to be 
the building office. 

An autopsy later determined 
that the body was Alexander. 
The cause of death is listed as 
smoke inhalation, according to 
Steve Brown of the Wayne 
County Medical Examiner’s 
Office. 

Police believe Alexander was 
the victim of a robbery. Hill said.

Investigators indicated that 
about 40 guns were taken from 
the scene. 

Hill said that although only 
one person is being questioned 
at this time, it is unlikely one 
person acted alone in perpetrat¬ 
ing the robbery-murder 

“I think in all likelihood that 
we’re looking for more than one 
person,” Hill said. 

Accelerants at the scene indi¬ 
cated that an assailant likely 
started the fire to cover up the 
attack, police said. Trace 
amounts of accelerant were dis¬ 
covered at the scene. 

Lonise Alexander, Clyde’s 
wife, said she is still in shock and 
is hopeful police and ATF agents 
will be able make a break in the 
case. 

“My whole family is just so 
upset over this because it just 
didn’t need to happen,” she said. 
“There’s just not excuse to do 
anybody like this.” 

About 25 ATF agents through¬ 
out the duration of the investiga¬ 
tion are assisting Inkster investi¬ 
gators, police said. The reward 
being offered for information 
that leads to an arrest was 
increased from $10,000 to 
$15,000, police said. 

Vera Fedorak, a special agent 
and public information officer 
with the ATF said her agency is 
working hard to track the guns 
taken &x)m the store. 

“Some records were recov¬ 
ered at the scene,” she said. “But 
we’re working on getting a list of 
his inventory.”

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A wise decision 

The proposed joint dispatch agreement between the City of Northville 
and Northville Ibwiiship will face another hurdle next Thursday, when 
the proposal goes before the Northville Tbwnship Board of Trustees. 

Northville City Council members approved the agreement recently 
and virtually all that’s required is approval from the township board, and 
then a relatively quick transitional period. The township already has the 
facilities to accommodate the switch. 

The cily approval came after plenty of discussion and several sched¬ 
uled open meetings, and rightfully so. This type of thing is an emotional 
issue, as anyone can see It certainly was several years ago, when the City 
of Plymouth and Plymouth Ibwiiship entered into a combined dispatch 
department for some on boUi sides of that township border, it still is an 
emotional, sensitive issue 

There has been plenty of heated debate on the issue and those who 
are opposed to it have brought up some good points. Interestingly, they 
were among the same types of things brought up when the two Plymouths 
combined into a sin^e dispatch center, too. The types of policing are dif¬ 
ferent in a small urban setting like the City of Plymouth or the City of 
Northville than they are in the larger, more rural townships. This is true, 
but that type of policing won’t change; township oflicers won’t suddenly 
be responding to calls in the city, and vice versa 

There is also a question of transport times; on the occasions when city 
poUce ofiBcers have to transport suspects to the lock up fecihties, which 
would soon be located in the township. That’s such a rare occurrence - 
let’s face it there isn’t much in the way of serious crime in Northville - 
that the impact would scarcely be felt however 

Those concerns have more weight than those that question the ability 
of the township dispatchers to handle the job. They are a dedicated, high¬ 
ly trained and skilled crew. 

We think the proposal is a good one for several reasons. First and fore¬ 
most it helps out the City of Northville. It will save money, both in the 
short term and the long term. It allows them to be a part of a top-notch dis¬ 
patch system equipped with the very latest in technology and training for 
Uttle more than the cost of providing a few staff members. Capital expen¬ 
ditures will be reduced. 

It also helps increase the number of patrols in the city, and provides 
more back up for working dispatchers. Right now, if a city dispatcher 
needs a break, he or she is often spelled by a road patrol ofiBcer. It’s not a 
sound business practice, for one thing, and it essentially halves the road 
patrol when an oflBcer comes in off the street 

Northville Township, quite frankly, is offering the City of Northville a 
better deal that the City of Plymouth received from Plymouth Township. 
In fact the term used in some circles for the Northville agreement is a bit 
misleading; it’s not a joint dispatch service. The dispatch department 
would be a service contracted by the township. 

This is an emotional issue. It cuts to the febric of the identity of the City 
of Northville, much the way it did to the City of Plymouth. The days where 
someone could enter city hall and find a dispatcher or poUce ofBcer at 
virtually any time of day may be over, but that doesn’t mean the actual ser¬ 
vice has dimi nis hed. They will still be out there, patrolUng the streets, 
responding to caUs. 

This is a good agreement for both sides, once residents see the practi¬ 
cality of it It also may be a precursor of similar cross-boundary agree¬ 
ments, too. There’s nothing specifically in the works like that now, but 
given the state of municipal finance today, it most likely isn’t far away. 
Older cities in particular will soon - if they haven’t already - have to look 
at ways to combine services with their neighbors in an attempt to provide 
those services in an era when their resources are dwindling and costs are 
increasing. 

Northville has always provided an example in such cross-municipality 
cooperation; it’s seen in services like the parks and recreation depart¬ 
ment and senior services. We see no reason why that shouldn’t continue to 
be the case.

That’s what I remember think¬ 
ing just after the Wayne City 
Council awarded Larry and 
Dawn Larson the former Taylor 
Doors building on Michigan 
Avenue. 

That and ‘Be careful what you

The latter thought came 
because I had walked through 
the long-vacant structure and 
shook my head at the thought of 
the tremendous amount of work 
needed to turn it into an attrac¬ 
tive, useable facility. It will take 
an extraordinary amount of work 
just to clean it out and start on 
the real task of making that build¬ 
ing something suitable for the 
city. 

That’s part of the reason I had 
been in favor of tearing it down 
and constructing something new 
there. Elvery time I drove by iL I 
couldn’t imagine the vision nec¬ 
essary to turn it into something 
I’d like to see - or at least would¬ 
n’t mind seeing - on the busy 
eastern approach to downtown 
Wayne. 

The Larsons convinced me 
otherwise, though, without even 
knowing they had. Sure, the 
plans went a long way toward 
easing my fears that whoever 
bought the ugly box would just 


repaint it and turn it into a thinly- 
disguised ugly box. It showed 
real thought, real effort, real 
attention to detail; an earnest 
desire to make their building as 
nice as it could be because it 
would tell customers and poten¬ 
tial customers that they took a lot 
of pride in their business. 

It also helped when I heard 
about the other plans there, par¬ 
ticularly one of the late entries.

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A little ‘attitude adjustment’ seems in order 




It’s difficult to imagine the hur¬ 
dles faced by people who come to 
our rescue every day. 

I know my perception of fire¬ 
fighters and police officers has 
changed since I started covering 
Inkster, and it has changed for the 
better 

Truth be told, I never much 
thought about officers and fire- 
filters, even though Fve needed 
both in the past 

But last week, the resolve and 
mettle of members of the Inkster 
Police Department and the 
Inkster Fire Department was put 
to the test when Irv’s Gun Range, 
a local landmark, went up in 
flames in what now appears to be 
an attempt to cover up a homi¬ 
cide. The victim was Clyde 
Alexander, the co- owner of the 
shop for more than 25 years. 

As firefi^ters worked to extin¬ 
guish the blaze, many of them had 


the unenviable task of searching 
for Alexander - a man many of 
them knew personally - as they 
tried to keep the unusually hot 
flames in check amid exploding 
live ammunition. Then police, 
who also knew the businessman - 
worked for days on end to sort out 
what happened only to discover 
the blaze was more sinister than 
originally thought 

Hours after the blaze was dis¬ 
covered, firefighters and police 
investigators - assisted by mem¬ 
bers of the Bureau of Alcohol, 
Tobacco and Firearms - emerged 
from the rubble exhausted. One 
firefighter, after working for about 
6 hours straight had to be taken to 
the hospital and treated 

It’s times like these that we 
appreciate the work public safety 
personnel do in the community. 
But what about the rest of the 
time? 


TWo days before the fire, I was 
asking questions of elected offi¬ 
cials ini the city about the state of 
affairs in the community when 
the subject of the police depart¬ 
ment came up. Of all of the prob¬ 
lems facing Inkster, one official 
chose to speak about pension ben¬ 
efits received by police officers, 
which he called a drain on the 
city, despite the fact that a lieu¬ 
tenant in Inkster earns what a 
patrol officer does in Westland. 

And the fire department, after 
having the same number of peo¬ 
ple on the staff for about 10 years, 
is generally unable to convince 
anyone in the city administration 
that they are badly in need of 
additional staffing More than one 
firefighter has privately told me 
that they believe it will take one of 
them getting seriously hurt or 
killed before the city frees up the 
funds to expand the 18-man staff. 


Council members, at least pub¬ 
licly, are likely to laud the work 
both departments did during this 
trying time. However, police offi¬ 
cers and firefighters have told me 
that when they need support for 
expanding the number of staffers 
and equitable pay increases, 
some elected officials are persona 
non grata 

Some elected officials have not 
pressed for union-city talks to 
progress; contracts move years 
behind schedule, and often than 
not end up in arbitration - leaving 
many wondering why they’re 
sticking around. 

The response, which I’ve 
heard more than once, is “Oh 
well, then let them quit” And 
that’s a shame. 

Elected officials are charged 
with the task of finding innovative 
solutions to problems facing the 
city so it can move forward. When 


the council 
unanimously 
agreed to hire a new city manager, 
a substantial amount of the 
debate centered on comments 
made by counselors about how to 
bring city employees “in line” 
during interviews last weekend. 

City employees - for a lot less 
than they would get in other com¬ 
munities - work hard to keep 
essential services up and running 
for residents. And they do a good 
job. 

Members of the council need 
to find ways to improve the cir¬ 
cumstances of employees all of 
the time, not just when something 
goes wrong That means looking 
for funding to put more police on 
the streets and expand the num¬ 
ber of employees in other depart¬ 
ments. 

Until the city is safe, Inkster 
will not be able to reinvent itself

It’s an old story, and I heard it 
so much growing up that I, like 
many students, came to equate 
elections with apathy—or, if a stu¬ 
dent was a little more knowl¬ 
edgeable, with contempt It’s a 
very old story, the youngest peo¬ 
ple who can vote, don’t But its 
not for lack of trying from our 
elders. 

In grade school, I remember 
vaguely that they made us vote.

I don’t recall hav¬ 
ing the option to opt out nor do I 
remember who or what we voted 
for But the details mattered less 
than our introduction to the bal¬ 
lot box. Nothing actually resulted 
ft'om the process, though, and I 
wonder now if that impression 
lasted on us. It’s curious, I think, 
telling kids right off that their 
vote changes only their morning 
schedule. 

Of course, voting matters. By 
high school that was clear 
enough, and easy to recite. But 
most of my senior class missed 
out on the 2000 election. Just a 
year too young we stood as help¬ 
less as our parents who saw their

own votes seem to disappear and 
the process crumble. We won¬ 
dered; would that mess have 
turned out differently if my class 
had been a year older? No, 
wait—we wondered: will I be 
able to graduate if I fail this bio 
exam? 

Elections are just too big for 
many 18-year-olds. Voting proper¬ 
ly and responsibly requires 
research and perspective. It’s a 
lot easier then, for young people, 
to dismiss the importance of an 
electioa Laugh it off, spend your 
Tuesday playing outside, like we 
wanted to do in grade school. 

Poor turnout seems the norm 
anyway—so much so that 
Secretary of State Terri Land 
estimated correctly that only 1.38 
million out of 6.9 million would 
turn up Aug 3. She was matter-of- 
fact about having only 20 percent 
show: “The voter turnout rate is 
not unusual for a primary,” she 
said. “Turnout was higher in the 
areas of the state where there 
were highly competitive races, 
critical ballot issues or millages 
before the voters.” 

More people are expected to 
vote in the November presiden¬ 
tial election—^you might call that 
one highly competitive—and 
everyone is urging us tots to

vote. My ele¬ 
mentary school teachers have 
been replaced by talking heads 
on MTV, nudging me toward the 
precinct Their battle cry: One 
vote can make a difference!

Walk planned in area to help fond fight against hreast cancer

More than 2,500 people will 
descend on the streets and side¬ 
walks of western Wayne County 
next week in a huge coordinated 
attempt to generate funds to fight 
breast cancer 

Called The Breast Cancer 3- 
Day the event is a joint venture 
between the Susan G. Komen 
Breast Cancer Foundation and the 
National Philanthropic Trust 
Project according to Christina 
Mihalek. production cooixlination 
of the Michigan Breast Cancer 3- 
Day 

It takes place Qrom Aug. 20-22, 
she said, when more than 2,500 


people will walk along a 60-mile 
course from Livonia to Ypsilanti 
to generate funds and raise aware¬ 
ness of the cause. Each paiticipant 
commits to raising at least $2,000. 

“They’re not fundraising 
experts. They’re not athletes,” she 
said. “They’re ordinary people 
who’ve been inspired to make a 
difference. Because they made 
this simple decision to do some¬ 
thing bold, to not sit by while 
breast cancer takes its toll, lives 
will be saved.” 

The event will begin in Livonia, 
and walkers will follow a mean¬ 
dering course through Westland, 
Plymouth Township and 
Northville Township on to the 
eventual goal in Ypsilanti.

There walkers will find volun¬ 
teer cheering them on, a virtual 
mobile city complete with tents to 
sleep in, hot meals and showers, 
medical services - anything they’ll 
need before the next day’s jour¬ 
ney. 

The 3-Day events started up 
several years ago, but were only 
expanded this year. Michigan is 
one of 10 states nationwide to host 
a 3-Day event They take place at 
different times throughout the 
year 

The funds generated during the 


event will go to the Susan G. 
Komen Breast Cancer Foundation 
and the National Philanthropic 
Trust They’ll support research, 
education, screening and treat¬ 
ment programs, according to 
Susan Braun, president and chief 
executive officer of the Komen 
Foundation. 

“As the primary beneficiary of 
the Breast Cancer 3-Day series, 
the Komen Foundation can 
extend funding ‘reach’ to positive¬ 
ly affect the lives of individuals 
and their families who face breast 
cancer today and invest in an end 
to breast cancer for the future,” 
she said.

Inkster hoopster heads to Notre Dame

Inkster hoopster Brandon 
Roots signed a letter of intent on 
July 28 to play ball at Notre 
Dame on a full scholarship. 

Although he won’t be headed 
toward the big University of 
Notre Dame in Indiana, he will 
still get a chance to start at the 
collegiate level at the Cleveland 
campus of Notre Dame College, 
which could still land him his 
ultimate goal of playing in the 
NBA. 

Roots secured the scholarship 
after only one year of varsity bas¬ 
ketball at Inkster and only one 
year of junior varsity at Westland, 
John Glenn. 

His hard work and dedication 
to the game is what earned him 
the scholarship, according to his 
Inkster basketball coach (Jerald 
Pascal. 

“At first I wasn’t sure he was 
even going to make the team at 
all,” Pascal said. “And then he 
said he wanted to get a scholar¬ 
ship for college. To be honest, I 
just kind of chuckled.” 

But Roots made the cut and 
went on to average 10 points and 
two steals a game. He also battled 
hard on the boards and averaged 
eight rebounds per game, accord¬ 
ing to Pascal. 

“He’s one of those kids that 
picks up everything you show 
him,” he said. “He’s a great team 
player with good footwork. He 
does all of the little things, the 
fundamentals, that coaches look 
for.” 

Basketball wasn’t the only 
thing at which he worked hard. 
With a 3.9 grade point average, 
education was an impoilant fac¬ 
tor in Roots’ decision to go to 
Noh^ Dame College. 

“I feel real proud of myself,” 
he said about achieving the 
scholarship. “Education was 
important in my decision, just in 
case I couldn’t play basketball.” 

He plans to study mechanical 
engineering at the college. 
Basketball, education or both, his 


parents couldn’t be more 
proud—but they said they left the 
decision up to him. 

“He lives, breathes and eats 
basketball,” said his mother, 
Cornelia Roots. “But, education 
was up to him. He had several 
choices. Bowling Green, Notre 
Dame...he’s a bright young man 
driven for more. I’m proud of 
him because he’s always been 
that way. He’s earned this.” 

“I let him make his own deci¬ 
sion,” said his father Kenneth 
Roots. “(Notre Dame) looked like 
a good fit. I told him, though. 
The NBA puts food on the table 
but education keeps food on the 
table.’” 

Although Roots aspires to play 
in the big league, there are cer¬ 
tain NBA stars who could proba¬ 
bly learn a thing or two from him. 
He may be a scholar in the class¬

over-the4op comic foils or menac¬ 
ing, genius psycho serial killers. 
Her villains are as real as her 
heroine and her stock in trade is 
believability. 

So when the reality readers 
have come to expect and value 
from Kinsey is impacted by 
chronological errors of speech, it 
is somewhat disconcerting. And 
when the long-winded travelogues 
better suited for a road map or 
Atlas seem to interfere with the 
action in Kinsey’s latest adven¬ 
ture, well, fans get a little testy. 

But that hasn’t stopped them 
from buying and reading the latest 
in this alphabet series.

plus expenses in 1987 was a pretty 
good deal, no wonder Kinsey 
jumps on it She has bills to pay. 

And all goes well.. .briefly. 

Reba Laflerty is headstrong, 
down-to-earth, incorrigible and 
charming. While under her con¬ 
siderable influence, however, 
Kinsey finds herself running afoul 
of the law in ways she’d usually 
not even consider Readers famil¬ 
iar with Kinsey will know full well 
she isn’t above bending the law 
until it is ready to snap—but in 
Reba’s company, she could get in 
some serious legal trouble. And 
that’s because the FBI, the DEA, 
the Justice department and about 
four other federal agencies want 
to turn Reba into a confidential 
informant in their attempts to 
prosecute her former boss. 
Problem is, she went to jail for the 
man, thinks she’s in love with him 
and rekindled their “romance” 
her first night out of jail 

Kinsey is in the thick of it as 
she’s been arbitrarily assigned to 
represent all these federal agents 
and convince Reba to help them. 

Rirther complicating the situa¬ 
tion is that after all these books, 
and failed attempts, it appears 
Kinsey may have found the man of 
her (and every other woman’s) 
dreams. Unfortunately, he’s rep¬ 



resenting one of the 
agencies preparing the case 
against Reba’s former boss and 
cuiTent lover And when Kinsey’s 


less-than-legal antics jeopardize 
the legitimacy of the evidence, 
well...it could be a real detriment 
to her love life. 

Kinsey’s landlord, 87-year-old 
Henry, is having love h’oubles, too. 
Just about everybody in this book 
is—^the R really would be better 
suited for romance than ricochet, 
but let’s not quibble. 

This is a fine adventure mys¬ 
tery and fans will appreciate 
every word—except those annoy¬ 
ing dialogue anachronisms that 
threaten to ruin the atmosphere 
Grafton seems to have so carefully 
crafted. And the looooonggg 
directions and travelogues will 
wear on readers’ patience, too. 

Fbr those who have never met 
Kinsey, this novel is an OK start— 
but she is far better and more 
entertaining when met in A is/or 
AIM and enjoyed in sequence, all 
the way to R is for Ricochet.
